This well-organi/ed book summari/es the results of 30 vears of 
studies on the causes ol timberline on mountains. Most of the 
detailed ecological-physiological experiments were done at high- 
altitude research stations in Europe, but pertinent American studies 
are included. Anyone interested in the ecology of the Presidential 
Range in New Hampshire will find this book enliuhtenine. 
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
